Fe is not 
the Maſter , nor Proprietor of the Species, 
dlths they bear his Image and his Arms, 
They belong to his Subjefts, who poſſeſs 
them. 'tis for this Reaſon that thoſe 
who by their Abſolute Authority have dimi- 
niſh'd the worth of their Cotns, for their 
own Profit , have been always cenſured as 
s of a thing that they had no Right 
toe.

to them. "This Reformation of Abuſes in 
Coin, and an exa& Juſtice in maintaining 
their true worth both in purity and weight, 
under the eſtabliſh'd Denominations, _my 
things that in all Ages have been mo 
acceptable to the People. concerned, and 
have rendred the Names of their Authors 
moſt” honourable to Poſterity ; Far be it 
from me to doubt rhat our preſent Prince 
(though rhe Temptation of his own Inte» 
reſt were never fo ſtrong, as it is the con- 
trary) could ever be aded to infringe 
thele Rules of Equity, and violate a thi 
ſo Sacred. I add this word, Sacred : Be- 
cauſe the Wiſeſt of the Ancients did ever 
eſteem the buſineſs of their Money to be fo ; 
Or at leaſt thought fit to imprint ſuch a Re» 
verence of it in the People : And therefore 
they cither- Coined it in the Temples of 
their Gods, or ercted Altars in the place 
where they did it. 

But it is time that we now conſider this 
Matter, not by Suppoſitions only, but as 
It is in reality, And what ſhall we then 
ſay of thoſe ProjeRtors, that under the 
Colour ( no Colour ) of raiſing Coin, pro- 
mote a thing that, will be to conſfidera-

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PRs His Majeſty's Tntereſt 2 
al can fay of them is, that whether 
they. do it 1 or ly, the 
Miſchief to is the fame; And 
* ought to be / obviated with utmoſt 
Care, by all that have CUghcny ang Oppor- 
tunity to intermeddle in it. Tis too noto- 
rious to be diſſembled, that the Exchequer is . 
not now repleniſh'd with any Treaſure: So 
that if ſuch a Law (as I have ſuppoſed, to 
take place the Eirſt of November. next) 
were paſt, the King could have no manner 
of preſent Benefit by it : And for the 
Future he - would loſe at one ſtroke the 
Sixth part of all his Revenue. The Caſe 
is the very fame (if not yet. harder) in 
reſpe&t of the King, that 1 have ſhewn it 
to be in reſpet of Wealthy Gentlemen, 
who have _ _ ou either in Mo- 
u an ortgages, or in 
Lands þrodl ranning Leaſes. Whatever there 
are of Crown Lands, no body will think that 
the Rent of them will be either more ſpeedi- 
ly or more caſily raiſed than thoſe of pri- 
vate Gentlemen, but much the Contrary. 
But, however , the great and fixr Branches 
of His Majeſty's Revenue, Exciſe and Cu-

I come now to conſider the Conſequen- 
ces that this raiſrg of our Caiy can haye 
ppon the whole Nation colletively , with 
reſpet to all thoſe with whom we have 
any manner of Dealing abroad. © The Pre- 
tence 1s, thar if our Coin were raiſed, our 
Money would not be carried Beyond-Sea, 
That is the thing we are now. to: enquire 
mto : But, I proteſt, I am almoſt aſhamed 
fo go about it. Thoſe that have any man+ 
ner of Sence, and know in the leaſt how 
the World goes, cannot but be ſatisfied, 
Flat, by one ſingle Calculation in my for- 
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mer Letter, I have demonſtrated that there 
is no ſuch Matter. Our Money isnot car- 
nied Abroad ; Nor could it, nor can it be, 
upon. account of private Gain; Whilſt the 
Exchange was (as when I writ laſt) at 
Thirty three Skillings, and much more 
whilſt it is (as now) at Thirty Six. Nay, 
nor ever can it be carried Abroad at all, 
if our different Coins were once brought 
to an ity, (which the Ule of Scales 
would effe&t in a moment). unleſs the To- 
tal Summ of our Debts to Foreigners a- 
mounted to more than theirs to us. When- 
ever that happens (which can only be by 
an Over-balance in Trade, when we con- 
ſume more of their Commodities than they 
do of ours; Or by ſome great occaſion of 
State, the Expence of a Foreign War, or 
the like) Iſay, whenever this happens, there 
1s no Remed) for it : Money willgo: And 
the raiſing of its Name can no more k*p 
it, than the - Gothamers by a Hedge could 
_ in the Cuckow. 

. What carried our Money Beyond-Sca, a 
Year and two Years ago, to fo great a 
Degree, was only the Inequality of it. 
Surely that has been made plain enough 
already. How oft muſt I inculcate the fame 
thing ; That the Cure, therefore can con- 
| C 4 ſiſt 
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fiſt in nothing but the Equality. ? Afer that 
is ny let but Trade be care- 
ully inſpeted and duly promoted, (Trade 
which is of more Importance to us than 
Mines either of Silver or Gold) and the 
Ex even of a Foreign War (if alſo 
duly managed) would not be ſq over- 
burdenſome and ruinous to this Nation as 
we are apt to think it. 

But let us however examine over again 
our preſent Circumſtances, in relation to the 


Exportation of Coin, as I did before. The. 


Exchange I have faid now is at 36 Skik 
lings Flemiſh per Pound Sterling 
within compals ) which is between 9g and 
10 per Cent. more favourable on our ſide 
(that is more incouraging to the Impor- 
tation of Money, and diſcouraging to the 
Exportation of.it) than it was th. If there 
were conſiderable loſs therefore, by the Ex- 
portation of it at that time, there would be 
much more loſs now, So we may conclude 


certainly that it is not done : And the pud- 
der made about raiſing of Coin, is but as the
